Eight employe* o f this division of 
the B. <A O. S-\\\, several of whom 
have been in the employ of the com­ 
pany for many years, were let out 
M onday because they were unable to 
pass the exam ination in colors. Anion*? 
the number, were three engineers, two 
conductors, two brakemen and one 
switchm an. 
One of the engineers hail 
been on the road fo r forty-tw o years 
and lack* but a few months o f being 
old enough P> retire on the pension 
list. 
A number <>f the other men who 
were laid off have been in the service 
o f the com pany fo r a long length of 
time. 
In the case o f the engineer who 
lacks hut a few months of being old 
enough to retire upon a pension, some 
action will probably be taken so that 
he can retire with the usual pension. 
It 
became known some time ago 
among the railroad men that a rigid 
exam ination 
in the requirements to 
test colors would la* made by the B. <A 
O. S-W . officials, and as some of the 
men have failed to pas* a sa tis fa c ­ 
tory exam ination in thi* te*t in pre­ 
vious years, it was feared that sev­ 
eral o f them would be let out of tile 
service. 
The test 
was given about 
six week* ago by the com pany'* phy­ 
sician, Dr. S. R. B a rr, who made a 
personal vi*it from Baltim ore to tin* 
city in order to conduct the exam in­ 
ation. 
Dr. B a rr also held tests in a 
number of other cities. and several 
railroad men were let out upon each 
division because o f their failure to 
properly distinguish colors. 
The government ha* passed rigid 
requirem ent* regarding the color te*t 
and the railroad* are compelled to live 
up to the law. 
Several of the men. 
who have been in the service o f the 
com pany fo r so m any years and were 
not able to distinguish the various 
colors o f the signal lights, were able 
to interpret the signal* by the posi­ 
tion o f the arm o f the signal station. 
In a number of cases the engineers 
would rely upon their firemen to tell 
them what color was exhibited at the 


switch. 
Men who have been let out o f the 
serv ice because o f their failure to 
pass the sa tisfa cto ry color test, are 
so me of the best employes in the ser­ 
vice o f the com pany. 
Due of tin* en­ 
gineer*. who wa* released from duty, 
has had charge o f one o f the best pas­ 
senger trains on this division and does 
not have a single m ark against hi* 
reco rd. 
The color te*t a* now required by 
the R ailro ad Com pany i* very rigid, 
and no employee who i* in any w ay 
afflicted w ith color blindness can liobl 
the position with a n y o f the principal 
railroads. 


C harle* Vogel, as adm inistrator of

W ith such force that hi* body was 
thrown from the engine. 
He w a* not 
, iuis*ed until the train reached C hristy, 
a small station a few mile* south of 
C rothersville and the train crew began 
a *earch for him. 
A member of the crew walked back 
to the bridge and found \ ogel’* cap 
lying upon 
tin/ ice. 
A 
search 
re­ 
sulted in finding the body floating up­ 
on the w ater .ju*t 
beneath the ice. 
Vogel w a* nineteen years of age.

The lo n g e s t train that ever pulled 
over the local division of the B. »A G. 
i came into Seym our th i* morning with 
one hundred and fifteen cars and a 
dead engine. 
The train was No. 8!> 
! west bound, having been made up at 
Cincinnati. 
This long train was pu ll­ 
ed by two engine*, ami wa* in charge 


j of Conductor 
Charles Childer* and 
! Engineers W allet Darling and Jam es 
Allen. 
The longest train ever pulled 
over th is division up to th i* time con­ 
sisted of ninety-seven ear* and was 
a n east bound t rain. 
Some o f the railroad boys have 
been figuring a s to the length of train 
No. 8U. and il i* estimated that when 
the train w a * on the road, allowing a 
reasonable distance for elearage be­ 
tween the cars, the train measured 
1680 feet from tin* engine to the c a ­ 
boose. 
In other 
word* 
this 
train 
lacked 0(10 feet of being one mile long. 
When tin* train left here it consisted 
o f eighty-nine car*, a number of them 
with the dead engine having been side-

Cincinnati. Ju n e L — Three men a nd 
two women were smothered to death 
today in a well full of d a iry m alt a t 
Lick Run, a Cincinnati suburb. 
The 
dead are : Jacob Sachs, age fifty; J o s­ 
eph NiehotT. age tw enty-one; Mrs. An- 
I nie F.splage. age tw enty-eight; Mrs. 
Koester, age fifty-two, and Ro bert At- 
j kinson. 


Sachs, who owned the dairy, slip ­ 
ped on a plank over the pit eontain- 
! ing malt ami fell in. 
H e screamed, 
and Niehoff, who lived next door, went 
to hi* rescue. 
Niehoff also slipped 
and fell in. 
Hi* cries brought Mrs. 
Esplage. and she, too, slipped and fell 
in. 
Mrs. Koester. 
who 
w a* 
w ashing 
I clothes for Such*, then ran to the pit 
to aid the others and met the sa m e 
fate. 
Atkinson, attracted from a squa re 
aw ay, sought to rescue some the v ic ­ 
tim* and lo*t his life. 
All were dead 
when taken 
out. 
H a rry 
Esterm an, 
city fireman, was let down into tho 
well with a rope, but wa* o v erco me 
by gases. 
He i* in a serious condi- 
t ion. 


The pit. or well, was u*ed by Sa cha 
for the storage of wet 
malt feed, 
which he fed to his milch cows. 
Tho 
grain had fermented and generated 
deadly gas«** which caused tin* death 
of the five persons. 
A ladder was the 
means of entrance ami exit.

high a year ago, bu t today they are, on 
the average, nearly 10 per cent higher 
than they 
were then, according to 
trade au thority q u otations. 
An investigation of the increased 
cost of living hy the department of 
commerce and labor hears attest to 
the tru th of the foregoing statement. 
Federal machinery for three distinct 
attack s on the “beef tru st” have been 
set in motion, with a complete disclo­ 
su re of the reasons for the high cost 
of living as the goal.

Leather produ cts cost 12 per 
cent and chemicals and dru gs 12 per 
cent more than a year ago. 
Textile 
goods, however, are a trifle cheaper 
The average increase in food pro­ 
du cts is nearly 20 per cent, which 
means that the hou sewife mu st pay 
$6 to fill a mark et bask et that cost her 
only $5 to fill In Ju ne. 19 11: in other 
words, $1 will bu y only five-sixths as 
mu ch as It did a year ago. 
The big­ 
gest advances have been in meat pro 
du cts, beef, 26 per cent; hog produ cts. 
40 per cent ; mu tton more than 50 per 
cent. 
Dealers lay the increase to last 
year’s |>oor hay crop, and the general

hospital -seeing so much sick ness and 
disease that had come through

drink ing habits, made me k eener than 
ever. 
I would 
\ could persuade all 
nurses to become total ab stainers, to 
learn all about this question, and to 
speak gently and e arnestly 
to 
the 
patients, and explain why alcohol is 
hurtful. We nurses have such gr e a t 
opportunity, our patients are so ready 
to learn, and we can do so much to 
help them to better ways 
T he re Is 
great happiness to be found in this 
work .
